Duluth, Minn. March 24. — Tne 


Great Lakes and St. Lawrence Trans- 
portation Company ot Daluth wttt put 
nto commiaeion during the season 
bout to open ten aUpel steamship* 
'or the export trade hetween the upper 
akes and EuroRe, The service will 
be a new and important one and it is 
understood that a large trade has been 
worked up, not only In grain and 
flour, but in some heavy manufactured 
;oods, which have been handicapped 
leretofore for the export market on 
iccount of excessive freights. 


The fleet will run from the head ot 


he lakes through to Quebec and Mon- 
treal, where the cargoes will be trans- 
shipped 
In order that they may car- 


ry cargoes of size through the Cana- 
dian canals to salt water the new ves 
sels are to be not more than 225 feet 
ong
